| of the best known peopls of the city. The
spirit of the occaslon was as thoroughly
Gorman as the other similar festivala have
been. The pinging was all In German, and
mont of the audlence read from the Ger-
man programs, only glancing st the trans-
lations with tolerance. ‘The music was se-
lected from world's composers with gen-
erous cosmopolitanism, hut it was all ren-
dered with Teutonle enthusiasm.

Soloists Well Recelved,

The wsololsts, some of whom have ap-
peared In Omaha before, were recelved
with genesrous appreciation and encores
wera demanded with persistent applause
until they were granted. Madame Hesse-
Bprotte and Madame Rothwell-Wolff were
presentpd with huge armfuls of flowers
In the singing of the chorus, men, women
and even little ehildren, who sremed to he
trained to a fine perfection, the audlenns
took delight becnusa they wérs made up
of Omaha people and trained here.
